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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1, 3, 4, 6, 12, 13, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Schwarz (6048388). 

As to claims 1 , 3, 4, 6, 13, and 14, Schwarz discloses an energetic material (in 
that capable of being energetic) of low vapor pressure comprising ionic liquids having a 
fuel cation, imidazolium (alkyl substituted shown in col. 9) and an oxidizer anion, 
perchlorate (see claim 1 1 ), the salt would be a single or plural type of ionic compound 
and asymmetric. 

3. Claims 1-5, 17, 18, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wagaman (6001 197). 

Wagaman discloses ethylammonium nitrate (ionic liquid) as a monopropellant for 
use in rockets. The monopropellant will inherently be oxygen balanced, asymmetric, 
and allow near complete or complete combustion. As to limitations which are 
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considered to be inherent in a reference, note the case law of In re Ludke, 169 USPQ 
563; In re Swinehart, 169 USPQ 226, In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594; In re Best et al, 
195 USPQ 430; and In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685, 688. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
